RECOMENDATIONS FOR ALTERNA¬ 
TIVES TO JAIL CONSTRUCTION 
DES MOINES PROJECT 

As in Santa Clara County today, Des 
Moines, Iowa, in 1968 was also faced with 
the expensive proposition of either building 
new jails to relieve the serious problem of 
overcrowding or devising alternative meth¬ 
ods of dealing with arrested and convicted 
persons. 

Over several years, Des Moines has de¬ 
veloped a four-stage process to deal with 
the criminal arrestee from the time of arrest 
through serving a sentence on the county 
level, which not only decreased the jail pop¬ 
ulation by about two-thirds, but also saved 
the taxpayers the costs of constructing a new 
jail, and there are preliminary indications that 
it has made the streets safer by cutting down 
the recidivism rates. The following is a brief 
outline of the Des Moines programs: 

(1) O.R.: Essentially identical to the pro¬ 
gram in Santa Clara County, with the same 
favorable low skip rate. A greater percentage 
of pre-trial detainees (especially those 
charged with felonies) are released O.R. in 
Des Moines than in Santa Clara County, 
which indicates that the O.R. program here 
can be expanded without any appreciable 
risk. 

(2) Supervised pre-trial release: Fifty- 
four percent of apprehended persons who 
fail the initial O.R. screening and who do 
no make bond are released through this pro¬ 
gram. These people are placed under close 
supervision and are required to work or in¬ 
volve themselves in educational or vocational 
programs. Close controls are kept over the 
clients to assure public safety. Each partici¬ 
pant receives a complete educational, psychi¬ 
atric and vocational evaluation to determine 
his particular needs and limitations. A coun¬ 
selor and the client work to meet che imme¬ 
diate problems of the client, such as housing, 
job, the need for crisis psychiatric counsel¬ 
ing, etc. Further, the counselor and the client 
work together to identify specific goals and 
devise a plan for achieving them. The skip 


rate for those released under this program 
is no higher than that of persons released 
on bail. Even more significant, the recidivism 
rate during the pre-trial stage is considerably 
lower for those under the supervised pre¬ 
trial release program (20%) than those out 
on bail (38%). 

The implementation of this one program 
so reduced the jail population that plans for 
construction of a new jail were scrapped. 
Additionally, it now appears that this plan 
is close to paying for itself. Clients are able 
to earn income, rather than having them¬ 
selves and their families become a burden 
to the jails, the^ourts, the welfare rolls, and 
the public defender. The program provides 
no services itself, but rather utilizes the al¬ 
ready existing community services. 

(3) Probation: As in Santa Clara County, 
the probation department conducts proba¬ 
tion supervision and pre-sentence investiga¬ 
tions to assist the court in sentencing. The 
counselor is supplied with all the data col¬ 
lected on the individual at the pre-trial stage 
and given more time to explore the client’s 
background than his Santa Clara County 
counterpart. For these reasons he is better 
able to make an informed recommendations 
to the court as to sentencing. An individual 
granted probation, again together with the 
counselor, draws up a treatment plan suited 
to his needs, utilizing community resources. 
Generally, close and informal relations 
are maintained between clients and counsel¬ 
ors, with offices located in the highest crime 
area in the city. 

If equally in-depth studies were performed 
on defendants in Santa Clara County and the 
probation officer were more equipped to 
develop with each client a treatment plan 
and closely supervise the individual’s pro¬ 
grams, the courts could feel more confident 
about granting probation instead of jail. 

(4) Ft. Des Moines Project: This facility, 
located in an army barracks, was established 
as an alternative to county jail. Although its 
clientele are those traditionally viewed as 
requiring medium security housing, physical 
security devices are minimal and there are 
no bars or fences. Over 90% of the inmates 
are convicted felons and 30% are heroin 
addicts. Close supervision is carried on in the 
community through the cooperation of the 
local police, and the staff ratio at the facility 
is one staff member per two clients. This fa¬ 
cility is demonstrating that correctional fa¬ 
cilities located near cities need not make 
large capital ipvestments in constructing the

traditional celled buildings, classrooms, 
shops, recreational facilities, and infirmaries. 
The total capital investment in the 52-bed 
facility was $70,000. All inmates work on 
regular jobs in the community and attend 
full-time remedial educational or vocational 
training programs already existing in the 
community. Each inmate is again evaluated 
to determine his educational, psychiatric and 
vocational needs and he and a counselor de¬ 
velop a treatment program which is then 
formalized into a contract. The inmates pay 
$5.00 a day (or an equivalent amount of 
time) towards room and board, support their 
families and pay taxes. By design the staff 
consists in large part of ex-convicts and 
"street-wise people.” 

A major key to the success of the entire 
Des Moines Project is the close relationship 
between counselors and clients, and such a 
relationship is more easily developed be¬ 
tween people of similar backgrounds. Also, 
it is felt that non-professionals would have 
a more flexible and innovative approach than 
middle-class professionals with a stake in the 
system. Also crucial to the success of the en¬ 
tire project is the fact that it is run by the 
Department of Court Services, an agency in¬ 
dependent of the Sheriff, the County’s tra¬ 
ditional probation department and others 
with vested interests in the system.
